The Sacred Mountains• Mount 
Ararat.

There arc some mountains standing 


on this sphere of ours that seem almost 
conscious beings, and if they would but 
speak, and tell what they have seen and 
felt, the traveller who pauses at their 
base would tremble with awe and alarm. 


For some good reason, the Deity has 


usually chosen mountain sumrrii'.s. and 
those which are isolated, ns the theatre 
where he made the grandest exhibitions 
•.j 


of himself. It may be because those 
grand and striking features in nature fix 
the locality of events so that they never 
can fade from the memory of man. 
The 


giving of the law needs no lofty column 
of stone to commemorate it. 
Mount 


Ararat lifts its awful form towards the 
clouds, a perpetual, unwasting monu- 
ment. 
God's exhibition of himself to the 


awe-slruck prophet, as he passed by him 
heralded by the storm, the earthquake 
and the flame, need.s no pyramid, to fix 
the locality in history. 
Mount Horeb 


tells where the Almighty dimmed his 
glory and covered the human face with 
his fearful hand, so that his brightness 
might not destroy the being that would 
gaze on him. 
The transfiguration of the 


God-man requires no pillar of brass to 
arrest the eye and aid thn senses as man 
contemplates the spot where the won- 
drous scene transpired, Mount Tabor is 
its everlasting memorial. Thus do moun- 
tain summits stand the silent, yet mo6t 
eloquent historians of heaven and earth. 


Another reason why mountains have 


been chosen by the Deity for his most 
solemn revelations, may be dial their sol- 


itude and far removal from human inter- { 
ruption and the sounds of busy life, ren- 
der them better fitted for such commu- 
nications than the plain and the city. 


The first in the list of sacred moun- 


tains is Mount Ararat. 
The first named 


summit in human history, it emerges 
from the flood and lifts its head over the 
water to look down on all coming gener- 
ations to the end of time.

shriek and sink together. 
But whatever i 


may have been hs former history, it now! 
stands the only memorial of the flood.—, 
Rising like a sugar loaf from the plain, 
its lop is covered with perpetual snow,! 
and has seldom been profaned by hu-' 
man feet. 
But there was a time when i 


the sea rolled over it, and mightier waves 
than ever yet swept the sea, thundered 
high above its crown. 
{ 


Though the immediate appearance of 


a flood that should submerge the world , 
O 


was an event that staggered human be- 
lief, yet Noah, obedient to the voice of, 
heaven, began his ark of safety. 
There i 


is no one who does not lament that there [ 
is not a fuller antediluvian history. 
We 


merely catch the summits of events, and j 
are told of some half a dozen things that j 
happened, while, all the rest is wrapped ! 
in impenetrable mystery. 
We are told ', 


that the world was drowned, but the par-i 
ticulars of that terrific scene are left en- J 
tirely to the imagination. It is only by | 
the declaration of the apostle, that men 
were busy at their usual occupations, 
•'eating and drinking, and marrying and 
given in marriage, till the flood came 
and swept them away," that we get any 
data by which we can form any true con- 
ception of the catastrophe. 
Yet this 


statement is worth every thing, and with 
it before me, I have sometimes thought 
I could almost paint the scene. 
Noah, 


whose head was whitened by the frosts 
of six centuries, laid the foundation of his 
huge vessel on a pleasant day. when all 
was serene and tranquil. 
The fields 


were smiling in verdure before his ey^s; 
the perfumed breezes floated by, and the 
music of birds and the sounds of busy 
life were about him, when he, by faith 
alone, laid the first beam of that structure 
that was to sail over a buried planet,— 
When men, on inquiring the design of 
that huge edifice, were told its purpose, 
they could hardly credit their senses, and 
Noah, though accounted by all a very 
upright and respectable man, became a 
jest for children. As the fanner return- 
ed at evening from the fields, and the gay 
citizen of the town drove past, they cbiis- 
tened it "Noah's folly." 
Those more 


aged and sober shook their heads wisely, 
saying, ''The old man is mad.''

The Moon in Lord Rosses Telescope. 


—Dr. Scoresby, of Ireland, whose ad- 
mirable discourses on Astronomy have 
been arranged after the examination of 
the stellar system through the magnifi- 
cent instrument of Lord Rosse, remarks, 
in a recent lecture, that, with regard to 
the lunar orb, every object on the moon's 
surface is now distinctly to be seen ; and 
he had no doubt that under very favora- 
ble circumstances it would be so with ob- 
jects sixty feet in height. 
On its surface 


were craters of extinct volcanoes, rocks, 
and masses of stone almost innumerable. 
He had no doubt whatever that if such a 
building as he was then in were upon 
the surface of the moon, it would be ren- 
dered distinctly visible by these instru- 
ments.

William, a slave, was

He ivas remanded to jail, to awail his tri- 
al at the spring term—il came on, and 
he was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. 
His counsel, who had been em- 


ployed by his ma^er to make the best 
defence for him of which they were ca- 
pable, moved for a new trial, and obtain- 
ed it on the ground, that as the overseer 
was killed in a fight, it could nol be mur- 
der in the first degree, but was onlv man- 
slaughter. 
Me was again sent back to 


prison. 
It was said he would evade the 


punishmentof death, if he did not escape 
allogelher, and lo put the matter beyond 
doubt, a mob resolved to take his execu- 
tion into their own hands, and lhe negro 
was taken out of jail by force, and huntr. 


The miserable excuse given for the 


deed is thai the public safety required 
this fearful course.

was a noted counterfeiter, and probably 
lhe rnosl ingenious ever known in this 
Stale. 
About twelve years ago he was 


sentenced to the Stale Piison, for life, 
and on the eve of removal he committed 
filicide by cutting his throat. 
Edward, 


another brother, was also a counterfeiter, 
and fur that and other ofience.s he has 
been an inmate of the Suite prison, and 
of nearly half the jails in this State. lie 
is now at lhe poor house in ibis lown.— 
Lucreiia, a sister, was connecled with 
lhe same gang, and signed lhe bills.— 
She was wonderfully expert with lhe 
pen, and skillful m imitating signatures. 
She married a man by the name of Chap- 
man, who was murdered in .Pennsylva- 
nia some years since. 
She then lived as 


the wife of the noted imposter Mina,and 
they were both arrested and tried for the 
murder; iMina was hung, but she was 
acquitted, although not without strong 
evidence of having prompted or connived 
at the death of Chapman. 
She subse- 


quently wandered through lhe South, 
connected with a strolling theatrical com- 
pany, and died a fe.w years since. 
One 


of her children is now in this town. 
She 


was a woman of great talent, if it had 
been honestly applied, and of singularly 
winning manners. 
Another ?isier of the 


Wins'ows married Robert Green, and 
still another marned Jesse H. Jones, and 
both Green and Jones were connected 
with the gang of counterfeiters that used 
lo infest this region.

WHOM DOES PKOTKCT10N CONCERN? 


This question, asked as to the Tariff, 


and as to the greater interest of the poor 
or the rich in Protective duties, is a good 
deal like asking, n'ho have the greater 
need lo be defended by the laws, the 
weak or the strong? 
For as the strong 


are able to live with less aid of laws than 
the weak, so can lhe wealthy better take 
care of themselves than the destitute.-— 
For the latter there may be need of poor- 
houses and other public charities ; these, 
iherefore, though a purely artificial con- 
trivance, all Governments find it good to 
create; but is it lhe rich who require 
them 1 
We apprehend not. 


Now, 10 say that protective tariffs are 


adopted for the benefit of the capitalist is 
just about as true as lhat laws are made 
for the benefit of lawyers only, or that 
poor-houses are built merely for the sake 
of the overseers of the poor. 
But there 


are others thai hnve a much greater in- 
terest in the existence of law than the 
lawyers, and in that of poor-houses than 
the overseers. It is all the difference 
which a man has between the necessity 
of living and that of getting rich. Laws 
and poor-houses may enable lawyers and 
overseers to grow richer; but the rest of 
lhe community could not exist without 
the laws, and the paupers would perish 
if there were not poor-houses. 
So is it 


with laws that, by what we call the Pro- 
tective System, create more lucrative 
employments for those dependent forsub- 
sisienceon their daily labor. 
The same 


laws help the capitalist—a man already 
possessed of some wealth—to get more"; 
but what is the little and vain enjoyment 
of show, which added wealth creates for 
him, in comparison with the solid com- 
fort spread among whole bodies of the 
poor by these laws, which bring their la- 
bor into constant demand, and°advance 
its compensation still more in that contin- 
ual employment than in the mere rate of 
wages .' 


If, then, protective duties are to the 


advantage of one capitalist, (who could, 
however, live without them,) they are of 
vastly more relative advantage to per- 
haps hundreds of poor, in each manufac- 
tory, who could scaicely live, even, wiih- 
out them, and about whom, at any evenU 
they double and triple and quadruple all 
the security, and comfort, and respecta- 
bility of life. 


To judge more surely of the fact which 


we are asserting, let anyone look at the 
comparative condition of the laboring- 
poor, in those quarters where the Pro- 
tective System has reared up these arti- 
ficial employments, and in those other 
quarters, where it has not. 
In the for- 


iner, you see all busy, diligent, and well 
paid ; the women as profitably occupied 
as the men, in proportion to their strength; 
and the very children either at work, or 
at school, upon funds which the surplus 
of their own wages has in reality often 
supplied. 
No rags, no wretchedness, no- 


melancholy cabin, half-roofless, and with 
floor of mud, a tattered troop of wild chil- 
dren about it, a sad mother looking half- 
famine-struck, to be seen occasionally 
through the dismantled door or broken 
walls, her husband probably gone a fish- 
ing or a hunting, because" he, the sole 
worker for the family, cannot get em- 
ployment more than half his time. This 
latter is the description, familiar to every 
body, of the poor of all those parts of the 
country where the beneficent action of 
the system we speak of has not yet crea- 
ted employments. 
Among them the 


habitation is such as scarcely defends 
from the weather; the raiment is scanty, 
coarse, unsuited to the sea?on, and full of 
rents or patches ; the food itself is bad, 
insufficient, and always uncertain for the 
morrow ; and five dollars at a time m 
money is a thing no more to be dreamt 
of than the possession of the Bank of 
England. 
Add to all this the saddest of 


human 
deprivations—the absence of 


nearly all hope of ever bettering their 
condition. 
This is the situation "of the 


poor—of those who have not farms of 
their own—over nearly the whole coun- 
try where manufactories have not yet 
sprung up. 
Except their color, and 


some few general signs of belonging to 
civilized life, they are very little better 
ofl'than savages. 
O 


On the other hand, see what general 


comfort, what cheerfulness in the dwel- 
ling, what decency and fitness of the ap- 
parel, what abundance and nicety of the 
food, what a multiplication of all the 
household conveniences, what habits of 
order and industry, what general educa- 
tion, what respectability, what cheerful 
expectations of the 
future, grow up 


among the laboring classes around every 
centre of the employments which these 
laws for the encouragement of produc- 
tion at home bring about. 
Let any man 


look on all this, and tell us, if he has the 
conscience, that this system and these es- 
tablishments are for the benefit of "bloat- 
ed capitalists f 
For one benefit to those 


capitalists, they confer hundreds of bene- 
fits on the working classes. 
This we 


will take another occasion more minutely 
and systematically lo explain, and to de- 
velop, as well as we can, the whole ne- 
cessary relation 
and dependency be- 


tween the employer and the laborer—a 
dependency (as we have said) much 
more necessary to the latter than to the 
former.—Nat. Int.
